FASSPORTS FOR PERSONS COMING FROM FORBIGH 
COUNTRIBS. 


The following order of the President, “reesived 
rom the Department of State, is promulgated for 
he information and government of all officers in 
he military serviee whom it may concern: 


DEPART MENT OF STATS. 
Washington, December 17, 1864. 


The President directs that, except immigrant 
passengers directly entering an American port by 
sea, henceforth no tiaveler shall be allowed to 
enter the United States from a foreign country 
without @ passport. If &@ citizen, the passport 
must be from this Department, or: from some 
United States minister or consul abroad; and if 
an alien, from the competent authority of his own 
country; the passport to be countersigned by a 
diplon.atic agent or consul of the United States. 
This regulation is intended toa wis apecially to 
ersons proposing to came tot nited States. 
frove the neighboring British Provinces. Its ob- 
servance will be strictly enforced by all officers, 
civil military and naval, in the service of the 
United States, and the State and Municipal 
au:horities ate requested to aid in its Na par 
It is expected, however, that no immigmnt pas 
senger, coming in manner aforesaid, will be ob:

THE LAND QUESTION, 


The debate on the land question yesterday 
was unexpectedly a short one, reaulting in 
the Committee rising, after a three-quarter of 
an honr's discussion, to report progress.. The 
report of Messrs, Tolmie and Uochrane, the 


~ghajority of the land eommitiee, and the pro- | 


position of Dr. Dickson, were brought before 
the members, but for all the practical good 
that lay in either, the Assembly might as 
well have had’a report on the Pyramids of 
Egypt. Dr. Tolmie and Mr, Cochrane, after 
fencing with the main question at issue in 
their remarkable document, concluded there 
was nothing like fencing, and so they recom- 
mended the House to a bill that would 
regulate this much vexed question between 
the settlers. The country required nothing 
more ; everything was going on swimmingly ; 
agricultural settlement had increased, wae 
increasing, and would continue to increase ; 
all that was wanted to make up the general 
lot of contentment, was a law on fencing. 
There is something almost extravagant in 
the remedy these gentlemen propose. We 
avk them for something to eat, and they pre- 
sent us with a dilapidated coat. We com- 
plain that large tracts of uncultivated land 
are held in their primitive condition by epe- 
culatora and others, to the detriment of the 
colony, and Messrs. Tolmie and Cochrane 
suggest as a cure that some steps ehould be 
taken for the better arrangement of the set- 
tlere’ or speculators’ boundaries. We wonder 
they did not recommend, asa means of relief, 
that the farmers should wear knee-breeches, 
or their wives take in washing. There 
would have been something equally charm- 
ing and equally relevant in the suggestion. 
The proposition of Dr. Dickson is scarcely 
less absurd. The Doctor taxes all unim- 
proved land over one bundred and filty acres 
and in the very next paragraph declares that 
all unfenced land shall be dealt with as un 
improved—virtually destroying the immunity 
which he had previously guaranteed to the 
man with the one hundred and: fifty acres. 
The fencing paragraph was, ‘however, with- 
drawn ; but the clause in reference to the 
one hundred and fifty acres remains, and re-~ 
mains only to indicate some faint design of 
taxing uncultivated land without for one 
moment alluding to the modus operandi by 
whieh the scheme is to be carried out. What 
ig to constitute unimproved Jand, and how 
the owner is to ba ta xed, the Doctor leaves 
entirely to the discrimination of the House. 
That the House will discriminate sufficiently 
to reject both the propositions laid before it, 
is more than probable, but that it will supply 
their place by anything more practical is 
what we cannot expect. So long as the ma- 
jority of the members are men engaged in 
trafficking in land either as brokers or epecu~ 
lators, we eannot hope for the passage of any 
law in favor of the bona fide settler, Yet 
although Dr. Diekson knows this, he seems 
lacking ia the moral courage to take the only 
steps that willenable the people to obtain 
something like a balance of power in the le~ 
gislatare of the country. While the 
other popular members of the House 
are anxious to see the property qual- 
ification abolished, in order that the 
present dead-weight of non-prodactive 
land holders should give place to a represeu- 
tation more general and healthy in ite char~ 
acter, Dr. Dickson is playing, unconsciously, 
no doubt, into the hands of those who are 
most bitterly opposed to every necessary 


scheme for the settlement of the country. 
We are desirous that some steps should 


be taken at once to remove the disgrace of | cron
